Gerard is quoted as saying:

The ambassador referred to the set-1 


telment of the differences of tbe Uni- 
ted Stales and Germany as preparing 
ihe way for President Wilson to lake 
up the question of peace. 


"President \Vilson." he said, "has 


much greater freedom of aclion now 
lo deal with the immense world prob 
lem which will determine the future 
attitude of nearly all the countries ol 
the globe. 


Neutrals Want Peace 


"It is useless to discuss at this mo- 


ment the question as to whether Presi- 
dent WJson's intermediation is desir- 
able or probable. In this instance facts 
alone must speak and one of the most 
important facts is that the neutrals 
are probable as much interested in, 
bringing about an early peace as-the 
belligerents. America Urgently needs 
peace, and for this reason alone the 
American government is under an obli- 
gation to its citizens Vo do and sup- 
port everything that serves the cause 
of peace. A fact of chief importance 
is that my government is really will 
ing to take action for the promotion 
of peace. 


"I am very optimistic regarding the 


progress already made of the wea that 
the war should he ended, oven amons; 
belligerent nations.

cellor regarding Germany's readiness

derhuit uud want to travel send <'-Ut 
tlu'6-jBCcd efllldren fastened to tiny air- 
ships or winged kites. 
Others ahoot 


their seeds like bullets from (tuns. This 
one reaches out his foot, takes a long 
step anil travels Just like- you do when 
you visit the woods. That's why we 
call him the walking fern. 


His fronds lire creeii and heart shap- 


ed. They taper at the ends, and at 
each Up a bud forms. 
From this bud 


a cluster of small fronds and roots 
develop, dangling from tho end of the 
frond like weight on the end of a 
spring. 


Aa the cluster grows and gets heavier 


the top of the frond bends toward the 
earth. The weight of the rala and dew 
helps bend until-dually the tip touches 
the earth. There the partially devel 
oped roots take hold and aturt a new 
plant.. 


So the fern keeps on walking, pend- 


ing out new fronds, bending them to 
the earth and starting uew plants. The 
plants are linked together by the flue, 
threadlike fronds until Instead of one 
walking fern they have a whole pa 
rade. 


Unfortunately this Interesting plant 


Is more or less rare, although it Is 
native of the eastern United States. 
It doesn't thrive well as a cultivated 
plant, or perhaps we would nee more 
of It.—Philadelphia North American.

Anglo-Saxon civilization is based on the idea contained in the 


V^ords, ''Every man's house is his castle." What a man does ordin- 
arily within the sacred confines of his own home is not subject to 
official inspection or criticism. 
Vet no one contends that the main- 


tenance of this principle will permit a man to murder his w-ife and 
Children or set fire to his property. 


In a larger sense this same principle permits a man to engage
